One of two state auditors as- 
signed in 1974 to investigate CSUS 
Foundation discretionary fund ex- 
penditures by several campus ad- 
ministrators said Tuesday that he 
was instructed to remove what 
superiors termed as contidential 
from his final report 

Cliff Johnson, a_ State 
Department of Finance auditor, 
also said that he and R.B. Giber- 
son, another field auditor, 
“thought there were certain ttems 
that should have been included in 
the public report, but they 
weren't.” 

Johnson said his supervisors 
“certainly from time to time tn- 
formed us that our wording wasn't 
what it should be 

“It appeared to both of us that 
some things were removed...there 
were some extraneous things taken 
out and some things were deemed 
unimportant,” Johnson added 

Johnson said.“There was a 
difference of opinion of people in- 
volved in our own staff.” 

Johnson's superiors, senior 
auditor Willis Garber and chief 
auditor Joseph Minter, were both 
unavailable for comment 
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Released on Nov. 22, 1974, the 
report challenged the expenditure 
by CSUS administrators of $1,862 
in non-state funds from the CSUS 
Foundation for luncheons and 
entertainment 

CSUS Foundation Executive 
Director Eugene Morris charged at 
that time that there were “material 
and substantive changes” from the 
draft of the report and the final 
public version 

The report also recommended 
that CSUS President James Bond 
reimburse the foundation for 
$1,073 he received in November 
1972 tor part of his moving ex- 
penses from Bowling Green, Ohio 
At the time. Bond said it was his 
understanding that the expen- 
ditures were allowed under 
California State University and 
Colleges regulations. Bond did not 
reimburse the foundation for any 
expenditures 

According to informed sources, 
Morris’ firing last Wednesday by 
the CSUS Foundation Board of 
Governors stems from his inquiries 
into deletions of reference materia! 
and variations in the state audit 
report and its conclusions and 
recommendations 

The foundation's 13-member

board of governors inciudes com- 
munity and academic represen- 
tatives, and Bond himself. It ad- 
mimsters funds the campus 
receives from such outside sources 
as federal grants and endowments 

Johnson said that he also ques- 
tioned the desirability of Bond 
chairing foundation’ board 
meetings 

In addition to Bond, members 
include two CSUS vice presidents, 
FE. James Archer and Darrell J 
inabnit; faculty members Paul 
Hastings. Joan Hoff Wilson, Mur- 
ray Work and William Hickman, 
ASI president John Giannoni, and 
community members Ed Com- 
batalade, W.W. Miller, Beatrice 
Gibson, William Newbill and 
Edward Towne 

Bond appointed the latter three 
community members in the last six 
months. Appended to the public 
report by the auditors was a list of 
30 «questionable expenditures. 
mostly by CSUS administrators 

But Johnson said he discovered 
30-40 questionable expenditures 
from a six-month list of Bond's 
$3,500 discretionary fund alone 

“In my original report I said 
that roughly $1.600 should be 


returned to the foundation from 
Cond on page 2 


Merit layoff plan supported

The California State University 
and College Student Presidents 
Association (CSUCSPA) adopted 
a statement at its Feb. 28-29 meet- 
ing in support of merit being es- 
tablished as “a major con- 


sideration” in determining faculty 
and staff layoff procedures. 


Music ana sunshine made the afternoon brighter on the CSUS campus. 


The California State University 
and College (CSUC) Board of 
Trustees approved at a Jan. 29 
meeting a proposa! calling for 
“merit” to be the “paramount” 
concern in formulating layoff 
processes for CSUC faculty and 
staff 

The proposition, introduced by 
CSUC Trustee Jeannie Ritchie of 





Menlo Park, has since been 
nicknamed the “Ritchie 
amendment.” 

The CSUCSPA advocates the 
“merit” criterion also be used in 
faculty retention; promotion, and 
tenure procedures. 

“Relative seniority, academic 
ranks — a fort of seniority in itself 

and many other variables must 
also be used in determining 
layoffs.” Tom D'Agostino, 
chairperson of the CSUCSPA, 
said in a brief telephone interview 

Administrative, “closely 
related” academic and academic 
positions shouid also be included 
in “merit” evaluations for layoffs, 


according to the CSUCSPA 
statement. 
“Ciosely related” academic 


positions include student affairs of- 
ficers, academic counselors, and 
health services counselors, 
D’ Agostino explained 

The CSUCSPA's declaration is 
designed to “clarify the largely 
misunderstood position of student 
leaders on this highiy emotional is- 


sue,” D'Agostino said. 
“The forum that the ‘Ritchie 


amendment’ provides for fun- 
damenta! discussion of higher 
education in California and the 
nation could benefit all constituent 
groups in the CSUC” D'Agostino 
added.

But as University Union Direc- 
tor Don Hinde said, “The Hornet 
Foundation is the University.” The 
foundation, guided by the board, 
affects nearly all in the university 
community 

All food you purchase on cam- 
pus and all books that students buy 
for classes is sold by the Hornet 
Foundation. It is a million dollar 
non - profit corporation set up to 
provide services that state funds

Most important on the agenda 
tor today’s 8 a.m. board of direc- 
tors meeting in the La Playa Room 
of FS is the status report of the sub 
- committee formed to study illegal 
food service losses, employee 
morale and management relation- 
ships, and the decision - making 
process involving the board, foun- 
dation management, and the 
CSUS administration 

In addition, the six - month 
“Statement of Operations” or 
financial report will be presented 
and discussed. Food service losses 
have been a major problem in 
recent years. totaling $151,000 for 
the last fiscal year. 


Dorm rec complex 


construction under way 


A new recreational complex is 
being bduilt for the dormitory 
students. The complex will include 
two terinis courts, two swimming 
pools and a recreationa! room with 
a sauna 

This $184,448 project is being 
funded completely by dorm 
student fees. Construction will 
start approximately April |, 1976 
and be completed next semester. 

The two tennis courts are to be 
lighted for 24 - hour use. The swim- 
ming pool and sauna are also go- 
ing to be for 24-hour use. The en- 
tire complex will be for dorm 


students only 

The swimming pool is to be 60 
feet long by 30 feet wide and 6 feet 
deep. The diving pool is 35 feet 
long by 25 feet wide and 8 feet deep 
with one diving board. 


According to John Heath, 
Director of Resident Hall Life, the 
rent for next semester will be 
higher to pay for the facility. The 
reason that the complex is being 
built is to attract more students to 
live in the dorms and to make life.in 
the dorms more relaxing and en- 
joyable.

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uake predictions improved

“The ability to predict the place 
of earthquakes and to know, in the 
critical sense, why they occur when 
they do, has greatly increased in the 
past few years,” said Dr. Bruce 
Bolt, professor of seismology at 
University of California, Berkeley, 
last Thursday 

During a slide presentation in 
the UU, Bolt discussed several 
methods and types of earthquake 
prediction. He also explained the 
beginnings of an earthquake. 

An earthquake starts when 
rocks appear strained and build up 
along a fault. Bolt stated. They 
then slowly slip and eventually this 
rupture spreads. 

“It's this flinging back of rocks 
that spreads waves in all direc- 
tions,” claimed Bolt 

One promising method of 
prediction, which the Soviet Union 
uses, measures the timing of these 
waves. As a strain accumulates, 
microcracks fill with water, and 
this affects the time - span of the 
wave. “You correlate these changes 
in time of travel with the oc- 
curances of earthquakes,” ex- 
plained Bolt. 

“If you could also make precise 
level or tilt meter measurements, 
you could see that this would be 


related to the general swelling of 
the area and then its recovery 
Where it recovers by the filling of 
pores with water you're at a danger 
point,” said Bolt 

Bolt explained that in southern 
Cakfornia white lines are laid 
perpendicularly across a highway 
on a fault in order to study and 
chart the line’s movement in time 

“Based on iniensity maps, one 
can determine the kind of forces, 
acceleration or velocity of the 
ground that are in earthquake 
waves,” Bolt stated. 

Bolt claimed that such intensity 
maps and reports can provide 
prediction information for citizens 
on the amount of damage their par- 
ticular homesite may suffer 

A major problem in the predic- 
tion of earthquakes 1s_ that 
instruments are constantly needed 
for precise measurement. Bolt 
added that the expense involved is 
considerable 

“Large reservoirs have 
sometimes been associated with 
large earthquakes.” said Bolt. Cit- 
ing the case history of the Oroville 
disaster, he warned that areas con- 
taining large reservoirs should take 
special caution against ear- 
thquakes 

Foreshocks used as a method of 
prediction were dismissed because 


us hard to distinguish between 
small, weekly earthquakes and 
foreshocks in California 

“If we only knew when an ear- 
thquake is a foreshock, then we 
could predict mainshock — but we 
don't and there’s no way of 
knowing,” said Bolt 

Bolt spoke about the successful 
evacuation of a million people in 
China last year following an ear- 
thquake. Their safety was due to 
constant attention towards predic- 
tion methods 

“For them it’s not a matter of 
scientists working alone, but also 
masses of people in the effort.” Bolt 
said. Peasants were actually told to 
keep watch on change in animal 
behavior and water levels 

Since our political structure is 
so different from China's, Bolt 
doubts that this constant watch for 
earthquakes by a mass population 
is practical in California 

“How you can persuade the ran- 
chers to give you daily accounts of 
how their chickens are doing, | 
don't know,” Bolt added. 

Bolt is senior vice president of 
the International Association of 
Seismology and Physics of the Ear- 
th’s Interror. He also served as 
visiting lecturer for the Academia 
Sinica, People’s Republic of 
China

Johnson said 

However, only four of Bond’s 
expenditures appeared in the fina! 
public report where the president's 
name wasn't mentioned at all 

“We questioned not only the use 
of discretionary funds, but whether 
they should be established and 
maintained at all,” Johnson said 

But his contention never 
appeared in the public report, ac- 
cording to Johnson 

And Morris, whose name 
appeared three times on the 
appended public report list of ques- 
tionabie expenditures, said thers

was no reference to himin the draft 
exit report he saw on Nov. 18, 1974 
in a meetinv between CSUS cam- 
pus administrators, Department of 
Finance officials and foundation 
representatives 

“Another thing that didn’t get 
into the report was the foun- 
dation’s accounting system where 
all the sources of funds are co- 
mingled and the identity of the 
money's source is lost,” Johnson 
said. 

Some of the discretionary fund 
expenditures by administrators 
“exceeded the corporate and public 
donations available,” according to 
Johnson. “There must have been

state and federal momies invoived 
then,.” Johnson added 

Also, expenditure of ap- 
proximately $1,600 in foundation 
funds to help renovate a plush 
CSUS administration meeting 
room --the Sierra Room-- was 
criticized by Johnson in his report. 

Johnson said the money was 
spent to purchase china, glassware, 
silverware and linen for the 
remodeled meeting room. No 


mention was made of this item 


in the public report Johnson said. 

Morris had been especially 
tough since the 1974 audit report in 
his demands for detailed ac- 

ounting foc many expenses paid 
by the Foundation from ad- 
funds 
for entertainment and travel. 

Auditors for the California 
State University and Colleges 
trustees also noticed the foun- 
dation-administration conflict 
when they reported last fall that the 
foundation, “while not operating 
at a loss, is seriously at odds with 
the campus administration.” 

CSUS faculty and student reac- 
tion to Morris’ firing has been 
heavy. 

Last Thursday 35 faculty and 
students gathered at the foun- 
dation offices to watch Morris 
clean out personal belongings from 
his office and lend support for the 
embattled director 

In related action: 

--Morris told the Hornet yesterday 
that a $10,000 payment for three 
months salary and backpay would 
be withheld until he signed a 
statement under penalty of perjury 
stating that he had turned over all 
foundation “files, tapes, 
documents or copies thereof.” 

~-A_ university-wide faculty con- 
vocation is scheduled today at 2 
p.m. in the Little Theatre to discuss 
Morris’ firing. 





Outraged by 
social work 


Editor, the Hornet: 


In the continuing saga of the 
School of Social Work, the latest 
outrage concerns the admissions 
policy for social work and correc- 
tions association students. 

The new policy states that of all 
students admitted to the graduate 
school, a maximum of 25 per cent 
can be from CSUS. In other words, 
3 of every 4 incoming graduate 
students must be from other 
schools. This policy is followed 
regardless of GPA, references or 
other qualifications 

The rationale for such a blatan- 
tly discriminatory policy can oniy 
be speculated upon. Perhaps it is a 
reflection of the extreme emphasis 
placed on the graduate school at 
the expense of the undergraduate 
program 

Perhaps those responsible for 
this policy feel the undergraduates 
here at CSUS are only one - fourth 
as qualified for graduate study as 
those from other schools 

Whatever the reasons, this 
policy of imequity cannot be 
tolerated! The students in the 
social work and corrections as- 
sociation deserve the support of the 
entire student body in this struggle 

An emergency meeting has been 
called by the association to discuss 
what methods of action should be 
taken in opposition to this policy 
The meeting will take place noon 
on March 10, in TT-2. All 
interested students are very 
welcome

@ The fear of layoffs that this 
amendment instills in __ staff 
members is unfortunate and in fact 
unnecessary when the universities 
and colleges are growing and not 
declining. 

@ The decision to lay off non - 
academic employees at the Califor- 
nia State University and College on 
the basis of merit sets them totally 
apart from the traditional per- 
sonnel policies as practiced by the 
State of California 





I am not convinced that layoff 
by merit can be defined without 
prejudice and administered 

‘equitably. | do not on the other 
hand think that layoff by seniority 
is without problem, but 
traditionally in the labor field it has 
been the most equitable method for 
determining layoffs.

While struggling with his own hfe 
Travis attempts to save the lives of 
others. First he sets out to date an 
attractive political campaign 
worker and rescue her from the 
superficiality of her present con- 
tingent of friends. He fails because 
he cannot communicate 
successfully on a one - to -one 
social level. The rejection really 
screws his head up and he buys an 
arsenal of pistols. While planning a 
political assassination that would 
put the human condition back on 
its feet he befriends a twelve year 
old prostitute and ear - marks her 
pimp as an appropriate secondary 
target
